Document Dl, which is considered to be the prior art closest 
to the subject matter of claim 1, discloses a proximity 
detector with a light for indicating its condition. It does 
not have spatially separated lights mounted on opposite 
sides of the housing to. Claim 1 of the present application 
is therefore novel (PCT Article 33(2)). 

The problem addressed by the present invention can thus be 
seen as that of achieving better all-round visibility. 

The idea of the selective placement of lights on the housing 
is not suggested by Dl. In Dl the aim is to increase the 
overall light intensity. Claim 1 therefore involves an 
inventive step (PCT Article 33(3)). 

Claims 2 to 7 are dependent on claim 1 and therefore also meet 
the PCT requirements in respect of novelty and inventive step. 
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
